Nationally,  24,000  Foster  Grandparents 
help  meet  the  needs  of  more  than  80,000 
children  and  youth.  The  average  annual 
cost  of  institutionalized  care  for  a  child  is 
$44,000.  Each  Foster  Grandparent  saves 
taxpayers  more  than  $40,000  per  child.

•  Meet  certain  income  eligibility 
requirements: 

•  Love  children;  and 

•  Are  willing  to  volunteer  twenty  hours 
a  week. 


What  benefits 
would  I  receive? 

Foster  Grandparents  receive  a  small,  tax- 
free  stipend  to  cover  the  cost  of  serving. 
They  receive  transportation  assistance, 
meals  while  on  duty,  an  annual  physical 
examination  and  supplemental  accident 
and  liability  coverage  while  they  are 
volunteering.  They  also  receive  forty  hours 
of  pre-service  orientation  and  additional 
monthly  training.
